Otis' Report of Casualties.

terday's battle.

The men rested for the.night after the

•\vas-begun early, under Gen. Whe'aton's 
-leadership. 


Americans Fight Desperately. 


Members of the First battalion of the 


IFourth infantry fought for their lives 
.yesterday. 
The 300 Americans who 


.form Major Bubb's .command found 


- themselves almost surrounded by 1,000 
^Filipinos when fully six miles from re- 
inforcements. 
In order to make the 


-annihilation of the Americana more 
-certain, the insurgent sent 1,000 more 
Filipinos to make a flank movement 
-en the left of Major Bubb's little band. 


The battle began at noon vesterday 


•near Perezdasmarinas, about six miles 
=eouth of Imus, which was the American 
ibase. M-ajor Bubb with the First bat- 
.talion of the Fourth infantry and, 
'.-Lieut. Keeper with one'plece of r.rtil- 
3ery had been sent from Imus to take 
.possession of Perezdasmarinas. 


, 
Misled by the "Frlendlles." 


The American officers had received 


-reports that the enemy had deserted 
the village. 
The alcalde of the .own 


.-came to Imus, formally surrendered 
-the town and urged that a force be 
sent there to prevent the insurgents 
-from looting it. As Major Bubb's'men 
•advanced they noticed that the houses 
along the roadside were filled with 
.amigos (friendlies), who pretended to 
.-welcome them. 


Surrounded by the Kncmy. 


The battalion advanced confidently 


••until within three-quarters of. a mile 
of Perezdamarinas, when Major Bubb 
discovered that the enemy was paral- 
leling the road for a long distance on 
both sides of the battalion. The Amer- 
icans were practically 
surrounded. 


TWhen they had reached a place in the 
.roauway sunk beneath the rest of cue 
• country ihe insurgents opened 
fire. 


'"iTlieir volley* were augmented by th« 
-insurgents mclcieii m me nouses along 
the roao, who poured a murderous fire 
. into the rear of our troops. 


Major Bubb's men immediately went 


'into action, and while engaging the 
.Jtorce to the right side of the road an- 
. other appeared on their left. 
They 


received with ' cheers the news that 
they were being flanked, and a part of; 
rthe battalion turned upon the enemy' 
.in the new direction and met tue a:- 
.•tack with steady volleys. 


Terrible Klre from the Insurgents. 
The fight began at noon. ' The enr 
-emy's fire was silenced by the Ameri- 
•cans in an hour. Major Bubb in re- 
tiring .discovered that he had been sur-: 
rounded. 
He sent skirmish 
lines 


••which crowded the Filipinos bade to- 
ward Israus. The 
outflankers 
were 


under a fire from both the right and 
-the left. The rear guard w.as fighting 
desperately to hold the enemy's rusnes 
; in check. There was an incessant and 
. galling fire down the main road. - Men 
, were falling everywhere. The 
am- 


bulance was filled with the-wounded. 
•Carts were pressed into the service, 
^loaded with the wounded and dead and 


dragged by prisoners whom our troops 
had captured. 


Gen. Wheaton to the Rescue. 


At 3 o'clock it looked as if notning 


could save the battalion. Our men had 
been forced to leave two of our dead 
behind. 
At 4 they had pressed the 


enemy off to the right, and were at last 
behind them.' Fifteen minutes later 
Capt. Hazard, an aid of Gen. Wheait- 
on's, pushed through alone with the 
news that Wheaton was coming to the 
relief. 
The men cheered wildly, and 


went for the Filipinos again. 


Slowed Down the Rebels. 


When Gen. Wheaton 
arrived he 


found the enemy, 1,000 strong, moving 
to intercept the road which runs at 
right angles to that leading-to Imus. 
He opened with shrapnel and mowed 
down the insurgents until the left wing 
of our troops was cleared of the enemy. 
Then he advanced rapidly, and at 4:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon had the en- 
emy in 'full rout. 


Rebel! Forced to Retreat. 


The insurgents fought desperately. 


Finally, after an 'hour's, constant fir- 
ing, they hegan slowly to retreat. The 
Americans'followed up their advan- 
tage, giving the Filipinos fearful pun- 
ishment. 
•; 


.Natives m white clothes were cap- 


tured by Fourth infantry men with 
their guns in their hands. This clear- 
ly proves the whole movement was a 
scheme by which the insurgents hoped 
to wipe out the small American force. 


It might have succeeded but for the 


marvelous courage of the troops and 
officers. 


The regiment bivouacked last night 


in the rlcefields. Food and ammuni- 
tion were rushed forward to them. 


It was the most determined and best 


planned resistance yet made by the 
Filipinos.

Gen. Wheatou'» Statement. 


Gen., Wheaton made the 
following 


statement: 


"I am glad to say that in to-day'i 


reconnoissance by the 4th infantry,who 
held 'back 2,000 insurgents three hours, 
our troops acted gallantly and with the 
courage and 
coolness of veterans. 


Major Btidd, the commanding officer, 
and every other officer in the field, 
should receive congratulations for he- 
roism. 
The manner in which they 


handled a'handful of men against an 
overwhelming force of the ene«ay was 
a movement which averted a contem- 
plated attack on-Irons by the entire 
Filipino army in Cavite province." 


MAX! REGIMENTS 
ARE OFFERED. 


President Will Not Call Volunteers Cn- 


. less Otis Asks for Them. 


Washington, 'June '20.—Nearly ''every 


governor in the United States has of- 
fered from one to half a dozen regi- 
ments to the president for the Philip- 
pine campaign. It has been made clear 
to the president -that he can obtain 
without effort the full 35,000 volunteers 
provided in. the new army bill if he 
shall determine to call for them. But 
Gen.. Otis still hol'ds to his estimate 
that 30,000 men are' enough for the 
Philippine campaign, and the presi- 
dent has .no -intention of calling for 
volunteers while the commanding geu- 
eral says he does not need them. 


Should it become 'necessary to call 


for volunteers it is not the present ulan 
of the .president to call for or accept 
state organizations. His plan has been 
and still is to create 
organizations 


which wi-11 .not bear state names or be 
made up wholly from one locality. The 
law authorizes him to enlist 35,000 vol- 
unteers in the same way that the rough 
riders.and the immune regiments were 
enlisted for the war with Spain. They 
will, if created, be. known as United 
States volunteer 
regiments, 
wi'Jaout 


the name of any state attached. 


Troops for the Philippines. 


Washington, June 20.—The war de- 


partment is making extensive prepara- 
tions to transport re-en-forcements to 
Manila. The quartermaster's depart- 
ment lias'chartered several new vessels 
for this duty, and it is estimated that 
by the 1st of September 10,000 regular 
soldiers will have reached the Philip- 
pines. 


Medals for Dewey's Sailors. 


Washington, June 20.—Every man 


who served in Admiral Dewey's fleet at 
the battle of Manila bay, May 1, 1898, 
regardless of rank or station, is to -re- 
ceive a medal commemorating the glo- 
rious victory. In all, these medals num- 
ber 1,825.

Some of the most interesting articles 


which have been printed about the war 
in the Philippines have been •written by 
Eliza Archard Conner, one of the very 
few women war correspondents who 
have ever entered this supposedly mas- 
culine field of journalism. But Eliza 
Archard Conner has always claimec 
that women were the equals of men in 
any field of work, and many times be- 
fore has she demonstrated the truth of 
her theory. 


The name of this veteran newspaper 


woman is known from one end of the 
country to the other, for here baa been 
an active life. She has been prominenl 
also in the ranks of the woman suf- 
fragists and ns one of the leading mem 
bers of Sorosis. 


For more than a year Mrs. Conner 


has been on a roving mission which has 
taken her almost to the ends of the 
earth. Some 15 months ago she started 
for the Klondike. She took with her a 
typewriter. With her writing machine 
ehe is at home anywhere she may hap 
pen to find herself. 


From Dawson City she sent a series 


of .correspondence. articles which were 
widely printed.: They were full of 
bright and' snappy stories about the 
gold seekers. 


Leaving the neighborhood of the 


Arctic circle she journeyed south and 
Bailed from San Francisco to Honolulu. 
From the Hawaiian Islands she sent an- 
other series of interesting letters, which 
have been read by many thousands. 


From Honolulu Mrs. Conner started 


for the Philippines to act as war corre- 
spondent for the American Press Asso- 
ciation. 
While 
off Yokohama the 


steamer on which she was a passenger 
encountered a typhoon. 
During the 


storm Mrs. Conner was thrown down a 
companionway and suffered a fracture 
of the bones of her left arm. She was 
thousands of miles away from home and 
friends. A less stout hearted .person 
might have given up in despair, but 
not she. Accepting gratefully the kind 
attentions of new friends, she waited 
a short time to, recover from the acci- 
dent .and then sailed for Manila by way 
of Hongkong. 


Mrs. Conner has, now been in the 


Philippines for several weeks, and her 
letters from there, show no trace of 
gloominess. 
On the contrary, they are

most entertaining and cheerful. She 
has followed up the movements of the 
American troops just as closely as any 
of her male coworkers'and has even 
visited the firing line. 


As'an evidence of her pluck and de- 


termination it may te noted that her 
correspondence work is all done on her 
typewriter with one hand. Her left 
.arm is still practically useless on ac- 
count of the fracture, but the surgeons 
have fold her that if she continues to 
exercise it a'little every day she may 
eventually recover tho use of this mem- 
ber. 
Although this regimen is a most 


painful one to follow, Mrs. Conner is 
sticking'to it and expects to come back 
as sound as ever. 


After finishing her work in Manila 


Mrs. Conner contemplates continuing 
her journey around the world, carrying 
her'typewriter along with her. She 
may spend some time in China and 
Russia before she returns. 


The career of this plucky woman 


war correspondent is a most interesting 
one. She was one of the pioneer women 
in' journalism and has filled almost 
every position from reporter to editorial 
writer. She was born on a farm near 
Cincinnati, and: her first newspaper 
work was done on the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial under Murat Halstead. In 1884 
she went to New York and a year later 
became connected with the American 
Press Association as chief editorial 
writer.: "

Early in its career she became an ac- 


tive member of Sorosis, the "Mother of 
Woman's Clubs." In a report of a 
Sorosis debate several years ago the 
'New York Sun said: 


"When Eliza Archard Conner speaks 


jin Sorosis, the women usually go home 
jwith something to think about. The 
.slight, energetic woman, with the short 
igray hair and soft, clear'voice, does not 
deal in platitudes, quotations nor'en- 
cyclopedical data. She is a free lance 


-..and strikes out straight from the sboul- 


derjlregarclless of what anybody thinks 
about it." 


In carrying her typewriter around 


the world, penetrating into the gold 
regions and visiting, the firing line in 
the Philippines she has lived up to her 
own belief.

Valuable Find 
Made

A map that is destined to prove of 


practical beneflt to Bible students and 
scholars generally was recently dis- 
covered hidden in the midst of a lot 
of musty manuscripts found in the 
British museum. ' The map shows a 
plan of Jerusalem made in'the seventh 
century and contains as well the loca- 
tion of every important place in Pales- 
tine. 
The drawings were made by 


Marino Sanudo, the elder, a Venetian 
nobleman, who made five journeys to 
the toly land.'to perfect'hls design His 
aim was' to arouse the Christians of 
Europe to the importance of Palestine 
and to urge them to another crusade 
against the Moslem Invaders who had 
captured Jerusalem in; 636, under the 
command-of. Khalif Omar. 
The old 


map is carefully drawn to correspond 
to some scale of measurement which 
the discoverers 
have not 
yet been 


able to determine. 
Palestine is di- 


vided into eighty-one equal spaces in 
length and 
twenty-three in 
width 


Many of the identifications of the his- 
toric spots of sacred and profane his- 
tory, the scenes of various battles and 
the tombs of the prophets and kings, 
for instance, are better placed in the 
Italian map than in 
more modern 


plans of the holy land. 
The map, of 


course, is some hundreds of years'" re- 
moved from the actual time of the Sa- 
vior's life :upon earth, but it is nearer 
the destruction of Jerusalem • by some 
1,200 years than the world'of today 
Even the. latest books issued on Pales- 
tine have very vague knowledge of the 
actual sites of the holy places, so that 
the map of the old Italian is destined 
*.o furnish light for a subject that is 
ieen at present only through a glass 
darkly.
